General Meeting of Companies 
Will Be Held In Chicago 
on Friday 


NATIONAL RAISES ISSUE 


All Acknowledge That the Questions 
Involved Present Some Serious 
Phases to Managers 





A very acute situation has arisen in 
the western farm underwriting field 
following the promulgation of new farm 
coverage by the National of Hartford 
last week and its instructions to allow 
10 percent credit on buildings and con- 
tents where the buildings are equipped 
with approved lightning rods. A gen- 
eral meeting of officials of farm com- 
panies will be held in Chicago Friday 
to discuss the situation. 

The action of the National came as a 
thunderbolt out of a clear sky to the 
other farm-writing companies, as they 
had had no premonition of this move- 
ment. There were hurried conferences 
last week resulting in a general meet- 
ing of farm writing companies and the 
appointment of a committee to Investi- 
gate the situation and see what is. ad- 
visable. The other companies criticize 
the National for promulgating rules and 
rates that mean a departure of. such 
moment in farm‘ underwriting without 
consulting other companies or advising 
them of its intentions. 


Restlessness in Farm Field 


There has been more or less restless- 
ness in the farm field because a com- 
pany here or there was diverging from 
the form of policy that had been gen- 
erally agreed upon by the companies as 
best to follow. In the Dakotas and In- 
diana some companies had acted inde- 
pendently of the other companies. This 
had caused bad feeling. Furthermore, 
there have been cases of excess com- 
missions and rather sharp competition 
in various ways. 

It was found that the farm under- 
writers were not able to organize a con- 
ference or association that would hold 
water. The effort to draft a constitu- 
tion and by-laws was futile. 


Turns Down Union Proposal 


At the last meeting of the Western 
Jnion a very serious attempt was made 
to have that organization take juris- 
diction over farm business, the National 
of Hartford being the leader in the 
effort. The necessary vote, however, 
was not secured and the resolution was 
defeated. The National took the posi- 
tion that unless the Western Union took 
jurisdiction it would be impossible to 
control farm underwriting practices. 
Since the National promulgated its 
new rates and instructions agents of 
other companies have been in correspond- 
ence with their offices as to the proper 
course to pursue. Farm field men have

New Peoria Company Is Now Prepar- 
ing to Become More Aggressive 
in the Field 





The Iroquois Fire of Peoria, which 
was licensed to do business early this 
year, is now preparing to employ an 
underwriter so that its activities can be 
more pronounced. Henry J. Woessner 
was selected as the underwriter but 
some weeks ago he went with the Co- 
lumbian National Fire of Lansing, 
Mich., as assistant manager. The Iro- 
quois Fire is backed by substantial busi- 
ness interests in Peoria and vicinity. It 
has $500,000 subscribed capital and that 
amount of stock is being disposed of. 
As soon as a competent underwriter is 
secured the company will push more 
strongly for business. 

The company began business last 
April with $100,000 paid in capital and 
net surplus of $21,424. E. W. Wilson, 
president of the American National 
Bank of Pekin, president of the Wilson 
Provision Company of Peoria, director 
of the State Trust & Savings Bank of 
Peoria, is president. E. R. Wilson, 
president of the Brown Swiss Breeders 
Association of Peoria, is vice-president. 
C. A. Farwell is acting secretary. Mr. 
Farwell was formally connected with 
the Great Lakes of Chicago and later 
with the Netherlands at Chicago. A. H. 
Anderson, the treasurer, was formerly 
cashier of the Central National Bank of 
Peoria. These are directors and in ad-

Conference Companies Will Adopt 
Simplified Rate Schedule 
Not Later Than Jan. 1 





TO DISCARD MERIT PLAN 


Important Resolutions Adopted at An- 
nual Meeting of Western Confer- 
ence—Ives Re-elected President 





Automobile underwriting practices in 
the middle west will be considerably 
revised as a result of action taken at the 
annual meeting of the Western Auto- 
mobile Underwriters’ Conference held 
in Chicago last week. Ralph B. Ives, 
vice-president of the Aetna at Chicago, 
submitted a report as president of the 
Conference that touched the heart of 
the automobile problem. He submitted 
a number of suggestions, and after his 


report was read, Charles E. Sheldon, 
western manager of the American of 
Newark, offered a series of resolutions, 
all of which were unanimously adopted. 


To Have Simplified Schedule 


_ Of chief interest to automobile men 
in the west is the news that the execu- 
tive committee of the Western Confer- 
ence had been empowered to proceed 
with the working out of a new and 
simplified rate schedule. In the future, 
all questions relating to rates and forms 
will be under the supervision of the 
Western Actuarial Bureau and the Sub- 
scribers’ Actuarial Committee. Steps 
will at once be taken to draw up a new 
and greatly simplified rate schedule to 
be adopted not later than Jan. 1. This 
means that the so-called merit system 
of rating will be discarded. As is 
known, the merit system has been in 
use in the west and in the east for 
about a year. Under this plan, the Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories examined the 
structural conditions of each make of 
car and established a rate based on the 
physical hazard. This system of rating 
has proven to be very unsatisfactory 
and cumbersome, and will be dispensed 
with as soon as the new plan is worked 
out, 


Features to Be Adopted 


While the uew simplified rate sched- 
ule has not been drawn up in its en- 
tirety, it is known that there will be a 
decided reduction in the number of 
classifications. The new rates will be 
based on the theory that the fire hazard 
is practically the same for all makes of 
cars in all territories. The fire hazard 
is, of course, greater with older ma- 
chines. It is probable that there will be 
established a minimum fire rate for new 
machines, and that the same rate will 
apply to a car during the first two years. 
There will be a second rating for cars 
between 24 and 42 months, and a third 
classification for cars that have been in 
use longer than 42 months. These fig- 
ures may be revised with the final draft 
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of a new schedule, but this is approxi- 
mately the plan that is favored. 


To Simplify Theft Schedule 


The theft schedule will also be altered. 
There are 12 classifications for theft. 
There are four age classifications. The 
12 basic classifications will probably be 
cut in half, and the age classifications 
reduced to three. When the new sched- 
ule of rates is finally drawn up, all of 
the data regarding both fire and theft 
figures will be printed on one compara- 
tively small-sized card. This is prob- 
ably the most cheering news that 
automobile writing agents have heard re- 
garding automobile insurance in the 
last three or four years. 

May Increase Country Rates 


It is probable that rates in the coun- 
try districts will be increased some time 
within the next six months. The opin- 
ion expressed at last week’s meeting 
was to the effect that rates in the coun- 
try territories are too low and that there 
will have to be an upward revision, to a 
basis not lower than that in use Jan. 1, 
1921. In connection with the discussion 
of country rates, it was argued that the 
insurance of extra equipment should be 
eliminated in all territories. The ques- 
tion of noncoverage of extra equipment 
for all territories was placed in the 
hands of the executive committee. Some 
objections were offered to the elimina- 
tion of coverage for accessories on the 
ground that this particular feature of 
the policy is the one most desired in the 
rural sections. Judging from the opin- 
ions voiced at the meeting of the West- 
ern Conference last week, it is not un- 
reasonable to expect that before so very 
long rates in the country sections will 
be increased and the insurance of extra 
equipment in all Western Conference 
territory will be abolished. 


Endorsement for Extra Equipment 


It is the present thought that if the 
coverage of spare parts or accessories 
is excluded from the regular policy ar- 
rangements should be made for the in- 
surance of extra equipment through the 
use of an endorsement to be charged for 
at a rate of 20 percent per $100, with a 
minimum of $10. The executive com- 
mittee will also consider the revision 
of collision rates, so as to secure a sub- 
stantial reduction from the present $100 
deductible collision rate. 


Will Use New Application 


With the idea of more intelligently 
studying the moral hazard, it was de- 
cided to adopt and make mandatory the 
use of a more elaborate form of auto- 
mobile application. Not later than Jan. 
1, all automobile writing companies 
affiliated with the Western Automobile 
Underwriters Conference will distribute 
to agents a new form of automobile ap- 
plication, which will call for complete 
information regarding the personal af- 
fairs of the applicant. It is planned to 
devise an application that will bring to 
the companies full data as to the pros- 
pective policyholder’s financial condition, 
business connections, standing in the 
community, past experience, etc. There 
has been a great deal of talk of the 
value from an underwriting standpoint 
of a report upon the persenal affairs and 
general standing of the insured. Some 
companies have been using credit re- 
ports to aid them in accepting and re- 
jecting risks, They have been buying 
reports similar to those used by the life 
insurance companies, This is a rather 
expensive procedure, particularly where 
a small premium is involved. It is felt 
that if a more complete application form 
is used all of the vital inforamtion de- 
sired can be secured, and that an addi- 
tional credit rating report will be un- 
necessary. 


To Segregate Results 


In the future it will be incumbent upon 
Western Conference companies to segre- 
gate their automobile experience. In the 
past, automobile companies have not 
prepared statistics relating to their ex- 
perience with the various classes of cov- 
erage written. That is, there have been 
no separate tables for theft, fire, col- 
lision, property damage, etc. Companies 
have. raised and lowered automobile 
ratés fn various sections of the country 
without accurate and positive knowledge 
as tt exactly what the experience has 
heen. If separate records are kept for 
every automobile classification written,

Commission Arrangements Discussed 


Satisfaction with the commissions sit- 
uation in all sections of Western Confer- 
ence territory was expressed, with the 
exception of St. Louis. A few St. Louis 
agencies are being paid too much for 
automobile business, and steps will at 
once be taken to remedy this condition. 
There was some discussion of the advis- 
ability of working out a plan for a con- 
tingent commission arrangement for 
insurance. This has been 
suggested by several eastern Officials, 
prominent among them Henry Evans, 
chairman of the board of the America 
While it is possible that 
at some future time a contingent com- 
mission arrangement may come into use 
in Western Conference territory, there 
is no indication of a move of this kind 
being made in the near future. 

Automobile executives have felt that 
the point of contact with automobile 
manufacturers and dealers established by 
the Underwriters Laboratories has been 
valuable. In connection with the rating 
of cars under the merit system the Un- 
derwriters Laboratories have had a num- 
ber of conferences with automobile man- 
ufacturers and important dealers and 
distributors. Automobile insurance men 
recognize the importance of harmonious 
relations with the manufacturers. They 
do not wish to lose this point of contact. 
With the abolition of the merit system 
of rating the Underwriters Laboratories 
will no longer have the same relations 
with the manufacturers. To further 
cement the relations that have already 











been established, a committee of cooper- 
ation will be appointed by the Western 
Conference to meet with the manufac- 


turers, and to discuss any automobile 
problems that may be of interest to 
both insurance men and automobile 
makers,

WILL CONFER WITH AGENTS 


_The joint committee of the Western 
Union and Western Insurance Bureau 
appointed to consider the acquisition 
cost in the large cities met in Chicago 
Tuesday to go over the ground and see 
what steps were necessary to get co- 
operation of all niterests.

FLICKINGER’S ADDRESS 


STRICT ADJUSTMENTS NEEDED 





Talk on Conservation Before Exam- 
iners Brings Out Many Good Points 
—Cooperation Essential 





Careless and shiftless adjustments, 
ill advised legislation and apparent 
court protection were given as some 
of the causes of the enormous fire loss 
by W. B. Flickinger, assistant western 
manager of the North America, in his 
talk before the Association of Fire In- 
surance Examiners of Chicago last 
Thursday. Mr. Flickinger stated further 
that nothing but a huge calamity called 
attention to the magnitude of the fire 
loss. He spoke of the good results on 
conservation lines obtained during the 
war and that immediately following 
the armistice conditions gradually 
drifted back into their natural chan- 
nels again. 

Mr. Flickinger stated that now the 
greatest good can be arrived at through 
town inspections. Get the police de- 
partment, the people, the fire depart- 
ment, the press, the superintendent of 
schools, the schol teachers, the com- 
mercial association and the various 
clubs in the town interested in the 
drive. Have it well worked up before 
hand and then when the inspection com- 
mittee arrives have a good public dem- 
onstration and the response will be im- 
mediate. Conditions will immediately 
improve in these towns. It is easy to 
show the people that there are very un- 
satisfactory conditions in their towns 
and these are speedily remedied. 

Danger of Careless Adjustments 


Careless and_ shiftless adjustments 
are responsible for a large part of these 
avoidable fires. A perfectly honest in- 
dividual has his first fire and learns 
how easy it is to collect his loss. There 
may be some articles or items that 
were not included in this loss and fre- 
quently his second fire occurs and these 
articles are put in under this second loss. 

A fraudulent claimant or a man that 
has an avoidable fire should be looked 
down upon by the people in his com- 
munity. This will soon establish a re- 
markable degree of conservation. Pat- 
riotism is necessary throughout the 
whole country to bring out frauds and 
unavoidable fires. The field man is an 
imoprtant man in conservation work. 
He can point out certain conditions to 
his agents when he calls on them and 
the local agent can bring about a much 
safer condition in a number of risks. 

In speaking to the examiners directly, 
Mr. Flickinger said that the examiner 
has a wonderful opportunity to call the 
attention of the local agent to condi-

MAP QUESTION 


TWO REPORTS SUBMITTED 


IS UP 





Executive Committee of National Board 
Asks Members for Expression 
of Opinion 





NEW YORK, Nov. 1—A report of 
the map committee took the leading 
place in the discussion of the executive 
committee of the National Board at its 
monthly meeting last week. The report 
was presented in two parts, the majority 
report suggesting action on the part of 
the companies in publication of their 
maps and the minority report suggest- 
ing further cooperation with the present 
producers. 

The map question has been a trouble- 
some one for the companies, and, al- 
though the activities of the Eastern and 
Western Unions have greatly improved 
the service given by the present com- 
panies, the underwriters feel that it is 
one line that should either come under 
the jurisdiction of the companies or be 
thrown into the competitive field. At 
present there are only two producers, of 
which the Sanborn Map Company 
had practically had a monopoly up to 
the time of the organization of its only 
competitor, the Underwriters’ Map As- 
sociation, which was formed in 1916. As 
the committee had been unable to agree 
upon any policy and the companies 
were not of one mind on the question, 
the future policy on the map question 
was referred to the entire membership 
of the National Board for an expression 
of opinion to guide the map committee. 

The executive committee also adopted 
a resolution in memory of Frederick W. 
Day, manager of the New York de- 
partment of the Royal, an active and 
honored member on the National Board. 
The committee approved of the action 
of the committee on fire prevention and 
engineering standards in extending its 
knowledge on the oil hazard in harbor 
waters to governmental or other inter- 
ested agencies.

President Robert T. Sisson, in his 
anuual report, declared he did not share 
the belief too common that the public 
had a prejudice against the insurance 
companies and business but he realized 
eternal vigilance was necessary to guard 
against hostile legislation.

ANOTHER SISAL LOSS 


WAREHOUSE AT GALVESTON 


Third Large Sisal Fire of Year Dam- 
ages Stock of Eric Corporation 
Approximately $200,000 


GALVESTON, TEX., Nov. 2.—Two 
serious fires badly damaged the stock 
of sisal owned by the Eric Corporation 
of New York and stored here in the 
building owned by the American Cot- 
ton Oil Company. The total loss is es- 
timated at about $200,000. All of the 
stock and buildings were fully insured. 
The insurance on stock was written 
through Smyth, Sanford & Gerard of 
New York. 

The building damaged is located at 
Avenue A and 18th street. The first fire 
occurred in sections A, B and C, and 
was supposedly caused by trespassers 
on the premises. The second fire, which 
occurred three days later, in sections D 
and E seems to have been caused by 
sparks from other sections of the build- 
ing. Sections D and E are about ten 
feet removed from sections A, B and C, 
and separated by entirely independent 
walls. The building damaged is a one- 
story brick structure with metal roof 
and wood floors. About 40 percent of 
the entire building area was damaged 
by the two fires. 

The entire building contained about 
62,000 bales of sisal. Over 10,000 bales 
valued at approximately $65,000 were 
stored in sections A, B and C, and dam- 
aged from 75 to 85 percent. Sections D 
and E contained 675 bales valued at $9,- 
500 and damaged about 50 percent. Of 
the total stock damaged, 1,700 bales 
were reconditioned from a former fire 
and the balance was good stock. The 
sisal was said to be thoroughly cured 
and in first-class condition at the time 
of the fire. 

This is the third large sisal fire that 
has occurred in Galveston during the 
past 12 months. Asa result of the high 
loss ratio on this class, it has recently 
been found difficult to secure adequate 
coverage. 


Insure Snowstorm for Griffith 


Eighteen companies have combined in 
insuring for D. W. Griffith, “movie” pro- 
ducer, a snowstorm between now and 
Nov. 20. The policy is for $25,000 and 
insures against the loss that failure to 


‘snow before that date would entail. No 


specific amount of snow is indicated, the 
only necessity being an actual snow- 
storm. This movie producer is inter- 
ested in completing his new film, “The 
Two Orphans,” in which a snowstorm is 
required, and he is not willing to use a 
stage production of paper snow. Con- 
tracts with his principals expire Nov. 
20, and unless the snow materializes be- 
fore that date the entire production will 
have to be reproduced with a new cast 


,or the contracts renewed at a great ex- 


pense. This is said to be the first policy 
written for a snowstorm. 


Changes in Texas Department 


AUSTIN, TEX., Nov. 1.—Robert J. Eck- 
hardt of Taylor, Tex., was today named 
an inspector in the fire prevention di- 
vision of the state fire insurance com- 
mission.

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NONASSESSABLE POLICY 


SHERMAN REVIEWS LIABILITy 





New York Attorney Discusses Statutes 
of Such Contracts Under Illinois 
and California Laws 


An interesting review of the liability 
of policyholders in mutual companies 
under so-called nonassessable policies 
has been prepared by P. Tecumseh 
Sherman of New York, well known in- 
surance attorney. Mr. Sherman takes 
up particularly the status of such poli. 
cies under the laws of Illinois and Calj. 
fornia. In discussing the question he 
says: 

Some interesting questions are being 
agitated regarding the contingent liabi]j- 
ties of members of mutual insurance 
companies who hold ‘nonassessable” 
policies. 

The Illinois insurance laws, for in. 
stance, provide that no mutual insurance 
company shall issue a policy for a cash 
premium and without contingent liabjj- 
ity until and unless it possesses a sur. 
plus of at least $100,000 and not less than 
the capital required of domestic stock 
insurance companies transacting the 
same kind of business, We are informed 
that a competent counsel has rendered 
an opinion to the effect that, under these 
provisions of law, the holder of a non- 
assessable policy of a mutual company, 
issued when such company’s by-laws so 
provide and when it has the required 
surplus, does not become liable to as- 
sessment by reason of the fact that such 


‘surplus is subsequently reduced below 


the statutory requirement; but that the 
existence of the required surplus at the 
time the policy is issued remains always 
a question of fact, and, consequently, if 
a subsequent analysis of the company’s 
financial condition proves that the com- 
pany did not in fact have the required 
surplus when the policy was issued (not- 
withstanding that its books or audits 
then showed the contrary), the policy- 
holder is liable to assessment to pro- 
vide the funds to meet all the outstand- 
ing obligations of the company, notwith- 
standing the nonassessment provisions 
of the policy. 


Status Under California Law 


Even broader appear to be the chances 
of heavy liability on the part of holders 
of limited liability policies under the 
mutual insurance laws of California. 
Those laws provide that a mutual cor- 
poration or association, provided it has 
accumulated cash assets of not less than 
$200,000, of which not less than $50,000 
is net cash surplus, may, while in that 
condition, limit the liability of policy- 
holders to any amount it may desire to 
specify in its policies. According to an 
opinion by California counsel, constru- 
ing the foregoing provisions, the holder 
of a limited liability policy of a mutual 
company in California is liable wtihout 
limit for the obligations of such com- 
pany (notwithstanding the limit specified 
in the policy), if either the company did 
not in fact possess the required assets 
and surplus when the policy was issued 
or if thereafter the assets or surplus 
should be reduced below the amounts of 
the statutory requirements. 

Whether the opinions referred to be 
entirely correct or not, they indicate 
quite positively that the effectiveness of 
exemptions from and limitations upon 
the liability to assessment contained in 
many mutual policies is subject to much 
more uncertainty than is generally suD- 
posed. Holders of such policies should 
be on their guard, and not rely upon the 
exemptions and limitations therein with- 
cut adequate inquiry, and, in some states, 
without repeated inquiries—into the 
facts upon which the validity of such 
clauses depends. 





New York Mail Loss 


NEW YORK, Noy. 1.—The companies 
in the registered mail pool report an 
estimated loss of $200,000 in the recent 
New York robbery. The companies 
escaped with a light loss, as the ee 
loss on the robbery was estimated 
$1,400,000. It is also probable that the 
loss will be reduced to as low as 10 per 
cent of $200,000, as a result of reissue 
of the non-negotiable securities in 
cluded. Lack of postoffice protection 
was evident in this theft, the mail wag? 
with a load of over $1,000,000 having 
been unguarded.

Underwriting the Automobile Owner 


More and more the companies writ- 
ing automobile insurance become con- 
vinced that they have spent entirely 
too much time considering the me- 
chanical features of cars in the effort 
to get a scientific system of rating and 
have not given the attention they should 
to general conditions which have caused 
such a high loss ratio. In other words, 
companies have been writing automo- 
biles on the physical hazards and have 
almost neglected the personal equation. 

There is a laxness in the acceptance 
of automobile risk- that is amazing. 
This was brought out in the recent in- 
vestigation in New York City under 
the auspices of Commissioner of Ac- 
counts HirSHFIELD. Commissioner HirsH- 
FIELD resented the accusation on part of 
some of the insurance companies that 
they were not getting the cooperation 
of the police department that they 
should. He then had an investigation 
of the situation conducted by WILLIAM 
M. Conant, an accountant, who testified 
that he had made several applications 
for automobile insurance, and that brok- 
ers had made no effort at all to ascer- 


tain whether he had a car or whether 
the machine was as represented. He 
exhibited policies that he had secured 
proving that it is possible to get policies 
in a number of companies on a single 
machine, and he also exhibited a policy 
in one of the companies on a car that 
never existed. 

This all goes to show that an inspec- 
tion system is needed in underwriting 
automobiles. Not only should the 
physical condition of the car be re- 
ported, but what is far more important, 
the financial condition of the owner, 
and his desirability as an assured. The 
high loss ratio in automobile insurance 
is due, to a very great extent, to the 
fact that thousands and thousands of 
people have purchased automobiles that 
were in no position to maintain them. 
They purchased them on the install- 
ment plan. They were not able to 
complete the payments. They represent 
a class, so far as automobile insurance 


is concerned, that establish at the very 
outset a case of moral hazard. The in- 
surance companies can certainly better 
afford to maintain an inspection system 
than to pay such heavy losses. 


Value of Trade News 


IT Is interesting to get the point of 
view of prominent men in other lines of 
business as to what they consider to be 
live wires in their specialty. Recently 
STEwART McDonatp, president of the 
Moon Motor Car Company of St. Louis, 
issued a bulletin to salesmen and em- 
ployes, pointing out the value of reading 
the trade sections of the daily papers 
and the trade journals, that relate par- 
ticularly to the special activity in which 
they are engaged. Mr. McDona tp is a 
firm believer in all engaged in the auto- 
mobile business reading the automobile 
news sections of daily papers and the auto- 
mobile trade journals. The man in any 
line of business who has reached the 
stage where he feels he does not need 
to read any more about his business 
has come to the point of stagnation. 
He may continue to be successful in 
his way, but he cannot serve those with 
whom he has business relationship sat- 
isfactorily and completely, if heeneglects 
to keep abreast with the times. Mr. 
McDonatp’s utterances have a special 
interest to insurance people, as he is a 
son of the late J. J. McDonatp, for 
many years western manager of the 
CONTINENTAL and later western man- 


ager of the Connecticut Fire. 
McDonaLp says: 


Mr. 


I cannot impress to strongly upon all 
members of this organization the bene- 
fits to be derived from reading the daily 
newspapers and the trade journals. 

When I find a young man who has just 
started in the automobile business read- 
ing the automobile sections of the daily 
newspapers and the trade journals, I 
know at once that he is doing everything 
posible to keep accurately in touch with 
the industry and that he is really inter- 
ested in the busines and will eventually 
succeed. I feel it safe to say that the 
big, successful dealers in our organiza- 
tion are those who keep abreast of the 
times in their territory by reading news- 
papers and trade journals. 

When an old employe stops reading 
the newspapers and trade journals, no 
better evidence can be presented to sup- 
port the fact that he is losing interest 
in his work and slipping, because, in my 
estimation, the first signs of wavering 
interest in a man’s work is when he 
ceases reading the automobile section of 
the daily newspaper and trade journals. 
His actions imply that he hasn’t the 
time, nor the inclination, to keep himself 
posted as to the happenings in the 
industry.

ANOTHER RECIPROCAL GONE 


Another Chicago reciprocal has gone 
to the graveyard, the American Auto- 
mobile Indemnity Exchange, organized 
under the Illinois law to write a general 
line of casualty policies, having sold its 
furniture, fixtures, stationery, policy 
forms and all other matter in the office 
and closed its doors. It is not known 
whether the exchange left any creditors 
or claimants, in fact nothing of the 
move was known to the manager of 
the building in which it had offices, the 
telephone company or any other in- 
terested parties until the fixtures had 
been moved to the office of the pur- 
chaser and the attorney-in-fact could 
not be found. 

The exchange was operated by the 





American Vehicle Underwriters, or- 
ganized Oct. 2, 1918, as attorney-in- 
fact. It was licensed and began opera- 
tions Jan. 1, 1920, Harry M. McCon- 
nell being president, George A. Amos, 
vice-president, and J. C. McConnell, 
secretary and treasurer. The au- 
thorized capital was $5,000, which was 
later increased to $50,000. The ex- 
change wrote fire, transportation, theft, 
liability, property damage, collision, 
public liability and workmen’s com- 
pensation. Arrangements were made 
with other companies for the risk on 
all policies, the exchange to accept no 
liability until $100,000 in premiums had 
been received. As it has refused to 
present reports of its business, it is 
not known to what extent it has op-

desirable to approve the reduction for 
lightning rods, but that the coverage 
under the National’s plan should be 
considerably curtailed. There is con- 
siderable doubt in the minds of under- 
writers as to the efficacy of lightning 
rods as many believe that they are too 
liable to be put out of commission. 
There have been no reliable statistics 
presented to show the percentage of 
rodded property in a community with 
relation. to the losses on rodded and 
unrodded property. Some companies 
feel that concession might be made in 
certain states or parts of states for 
lightning rods. Others maintain that 
farmers who spend their money for ap- 
proved lightning rods prove that they 
are thrifty and that they do not want 
their property to burn. The general 
upkeep of such premises is better than 
farmers who do not rod their buildings. 
For this reason alone the risks are more 
desirable.

MONTREAL ELEVATOR EXPLOSION | 


Elevator No. 1 at Montreal, Can., the 
largest seaport grain elevator in the 
world, with a capacity of 3,500,000 bush- 
els, experienced several dust explosions 
last week, damage having been held to A 
$5,000 by weakened portions of the | 
wall. Parts of the wall and the roofs 
were constructed of corrugated roofing 
which offered weak points for the ex- 
plosions to spend their force. Fire, 
caused by a spark in one of the wings 
of the building, spread through the ma- 
chine shaft and broke out in the 
machinery, belting and fixtures. The 
grain was not ignited and was not 
damaged by the explosion. 

The loss, although small, was espe- 
cially disconcerting to the harbor com- 
missioners and elevator officials, as a 
strenuous campaign has been made 
since the Armour loss in Chicago for 
the improvement of the elevator con- 
ditions. Experts were called in from 
Washington and officials and employes 
given demonstrations as to necessary 
precautions. Mock explosions were ar- 
ranged and lectures given. Special 
measures were taken to clean the in- 
terior of the large elevators and the 
staffs were considerably increased. 
Coming in spite of this work, this series 
of explosions indicates the constant haz- 
ard from dust explosion. The Montreal 
elevator is valued at $2,000,000 and is 
220 feet high. It is constructed two- 
thirds of concrete and the remainder of 
corrugated iron. ;

about three years to complete.

MAY DOUBLE STATE HAIL TAX 


North Dakota Fund Likely to Make

Nonpartisans Lose North Dakota 


FARGO, N. D., Nov. 1.—After five 
years of experience with the policies of 
the Nonpartisan League, the electorate 
of North Dakota recalled from office 
Governor Lynn J. Frazier, <Attorney- 
General William Lemke and Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and Labor J. N. 
Hagen, repudiating the Nonpartisan 
party and Townleyism. The election 
last week gave the Independent candi- 
date, R. A. Nestos, a lead of nearly 7,000, 
with over 200,000 votes cast. 

This change in the state government 
means more than the mere change of 
officials. It will mean the immediate 


| adoption of several legislative measures 


which the Independents have been en- 
deavoring to pass, including the election 
laws and the liquidation of the state 
bank. It is also believed by many that 
it will mean the recall of state insur- 
ance. The experience with the state fund 
plan has not been satisfactory to the 
insuring public and the tendency already 
noted in the legislature to amend the 
state insurance law is expected to re- 
sult in a change at the next session. 
In addition to the election of R. A. 
Nestos as governor, Sveinbjorn Johnson 
was elected attorney-general and Joseph 
A. Kitchen as commissioner. 


Wisconsin Agent in Auto Smash 


While returning from a trip into the 
country, the automobile owned and 
driven by A. W. Freund, head of the 
Freund Insurance Agency, New Holstein, 
Wis., left the road and crashed into a 
stone fence when the car become unman- 
ageable through the loss of a rear wheel.

COMMENT ON GRAIN HAZARD 


Clarendon Ions of Dallas Further Dis- 
cusses Inherent Dangers of Com- 
bine-Threshed Wheat 


DALLAS, TEX., Nov. 2.—Clarendon 
Ions, the adjuster at Dallas, in further 
discussing the hazard of heating com- 
bine-threshed grain on farms, says: “A 
number of grain men and farmers that 
I have interviewed agree that the com- 
bine-threshed grain (due, of course, to 
its high initial moisture content) will 
heat much more frequently and vio- 
lently than wheat threshed in the ordi- 
nary way. This is evidently due not 
only to the fact that the grain is green 
when threshed in the field, but also to 
the likelihood that dew and rain mois- 
ture is more liable to be present. Where 
the grain is cut by binder or header 
and stacked away to await threshing at 
a later date, it dries out. Where it is 
threshed in the field, it does not dry 
out. The result is heating due directly 
to moisture. 

There is a feature involving moral 
hazard which might easily become quite 
as serious as the question of spontane- 
ous combustion as a physical cause of 
fire. I refer to the loss of value in grain 
which has gone through a severe “heat,” 
even if a fire does not occur. Such grain 
loses heavily in grade. I recall at least 


one fire some years ago in Young County, 


Tex., where claim was made for grain 
on the basis of current market, and the 
writer upon examining salvage detected 
evidences of heating by wet grain. This 
led to investigation among the assured’s 
neighbors, and the discovery that his en- 
tire grain was a loss because it had 
“heated” when put into the granary wet. 


‘Fire did not occur from the physical 


cause, but as a result, long after the 
grain had “cooled” of the total loss in 
value. It would seem that the value 


‘of seed, depending upon its fertility, 
“would be very easily destroyed through 


generating of a temperature far below 


‘that likely to cause serious damage to 


grain, or cause spontaneous combustion. 
This would certainly generate a serious 
moral hazard.

DALLAS, TEX., Nov. 1.—Col. J, T. Trez- 
evant, senior member of the general 
agency of Trezevant & Cochran and a 
veteran insurance man in Texas, was the 
chief speaker at the meeting of the Blue 
Goose here last week. Colonel Treze- 
vant, who has been at the head of the 
Trezevant & Cochran agency for 45

AUSTIN, TEX., Nov. 1—A report of 
examination of the Lumbermen’s Under- 
writers of Houston, Tex., covering the 
period from Dec. 31, 1919, to March 31, 
1921, has just been made public by the 
Texas department. The annual state- 
ment was checked against the books and 
records, and the only discrepancy found 
was that no unearned premium reserve 
was set up on three-year policies issued 
in 1918 and 1919. This, however, is not 
of material consequence, the examiner 
reported, since the total admitted assets 
were in excess of the accurate reserve 
calculated according to statute. E. D. 
Holt is the attorney-in-fact and is di- 
rectly in charge of the affairs of the 
exchange. 

The business of the exchange is lim- 
ited to the retail and wholesale lumber 
trade and residences owned by _ sub- 
scribers, and the indemnity is limited 
to fire coverage. Both one and three- 
year policies are issued on residences, 
but only one-year policies are issued on 
lumber risks. The maximum risk car- 
ried is $20,000. 

The financial statement shows total in- 
come of $165,824; disbursements, $99,993; 
balance, $364,559; total admitted assets, 
$368,011; surplus, $303,401.

WON PRELIMINARY HEARING 





Judge Anderson Allows Companies to 
Take Appeal to Supreme Court 
Under Reasonable Conditions 


JACKSON, MISS., Nov. 1.—Attor- 
neys for the insurance companies con- 
victed of violation of the anti-trust laws 
in the Hinds county chancellor court 
recently, scored a preliminary victory 
in their efforts to appeal the case to the 
state supreme court without supersedeas 
bonds when, after Chancellor Stricker 
Monday afternoon denied pleas of de- 
fense of counsel that they be allowed to 
appeal without bonds in double amount 
of the penalties involved, Judge W. D. 
Anderson, associate justice of the su- 
preme court, granted the transfer to the 
higher tribunal with what was consid- 
ered more reasonable conditions. Jus- 
tice Anderson’s grant called for an 
appeal with supersedeas with the stipu- 
lation that each company should make a 
$500 bond for costs, and that additional 
bonds equal to 25 percent of the amount 
of impounded funds, of the insurance 
companies in the hands of receivers 
must be posted by each eompany to 
guarantee 6 percent interest and 15 per- 
cent damages, in event the chancellor’s 
decree imposing fines of $8,000,000 
against the convicted companies should 
be affirmed. This means that a total of 
about $6,000,000 must be put up by the 
companies, instead of $16,000,000 or- 
dered by Chancellor Stricker. Prepara- 
tions for the taking of the famous 
litigation to the supreme court are ex- 
pected to begin shortly. 





Heavy Losses at Ocean View 


Because more than $1,000,000 worth of 
property has been destroyed in fires at 
Ocean View, Va., since the first of the 
year, companies on risks there are giv- 
ing special attention to the situation and 
in some instances have cancelled insur- 
ance. One estimate places the actual 
loss at fully $1,500,000. There have been 
upward of half a dozen fires within the 
past ten months. The most recent which 
occurred, a week ago or so ago, resulted 
in a loss estimated at $400,000. In more 
than one instance, it is said, it has de- 
veloped that there was over-insurance on 
property destroyed and in a number of 
instances the property was insured up to 
the limit. Ocean View is located some 
eight miles from Norfolk, where prac- 
tically all the insurance is placed through 
local agents.

Covers Art Works and Radium 


The ban on coverage for fine arts un- 
der transportation insurance has been 
lifted by the Automobile of Hartford, 
which has now on the market a policy 
giving full protection on works of fine 
arts from time of packing to time of 
unpacking, The entire period from 
time of leaving original permanent 
location, including exhibition, until 
the works of art are again in per- 
manent position, is protected against all 
hazards except riot, civil commotion and 
war risks, The contract covers works 
of art, such as valuable paintings and 
pictures, and also is written to cover 
rugs, draperies and the like. 

The Automobile has also issued a new 
policy to cover radium, if owned by doc- 
tors or hospitals, against all risks of 
loss or damage during transportation and 
while in use on patients, provided the 
patient is under the care of a regis- 
tered doctor or nurse.

Montana’s Surplus From Last Year 
May Make Up, However, for 
Losses on the 1921 Season 


HELENA, MONT., Nov. 1.—Claims 
filed against the state hail insurance 
fund for the 1921 season totaled $147,- 
000, according to E. K. Bowman, chair- 
man of the state board of hail 
commissioners. The season’s losses ex- 
ceeded the revenue on the state fund 
this year, but there was a surplus in 
1920, which state officials believe will 
be sufficient to make up the deficit for 
this year. 

Warrants have been issued for the 
claims approved by the board and will 
draw 6 percent interest until called for 
payment, which it is thought will be 
about the first of the year. The board 
has authority to borrow money and if 
the loan can be negotiated the claims 
may be paid without waiting for the 
taxes for this year tocomein. Five Mon- 
tana counties were especially hard hit 
by hail storms last year, the losses in 
those counties running from 110 to 295 
percent. 

A decided decrease in the amount of 
hail insurance written this year, both 
by the state fund and by stock com- 
panies, is reported. The season’s losses, 
on the other hand, were larger than last 
year, although not as high as in 1918. 





Non-Boarders Plan Bureau 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Nov. 1.—The 
non-boarders of California, at least a 
majority of them, have again held a 
series of meetings looking toward the 
organization of an inspection bureau 
with the idea of starting it at once in 
Los Angeles, where wholesale rate cut- 
ting and commission raising has been 
going on to the consternation of some 
of the more conservative managers. It 
is believed that the majority will go 
ahead with their plans, which are in 
accord with those of a committee of Los 
Angeles non-board local agents who 
journeyed last week to San Francisco to 
consult their respective managers and to 
try to bring them together. According 
to the talk “on the street’ only two or 
three managers have expressed them- 
selves as being against the idea. 


Controversy Not Settled 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Nov. 1.—It is 
reported that the appointment of H. F. 
Badger as secretary of the sprinkler and 
schedule committees has not completely 
solved the problem with which the mem- 
bers of the Pacific Board have been 
wrestling for several months past. 

The executive committee of the Board 
is still discussing the question. Accord- 
ing to the reports the establishment of 
a complete engineering bureau is not 
taken care of in the resolutions which 
appointed Mr. Badger. Mr. Badger will 
assume his duties for the Board Nov. 21, 
and it is confidently expected that the 
entire situation will be ironed out by 
that time. 


Get Mechanics & Traders 


Behrens & Co., California state agents 
for the Continental Casualty, who have 
had the agency of the National Liberty 
for automobile fire for some time past, 
have been appointed in a similar capac- 


loss ratio to soar year after year. The 
premium for this extra coverage is 20 
percent, with a minimum premium of $15 
for Territory A, or San Francisco, and 
$10 for Territory B. All automobile un- 
derwriters now look for better loss 
records. 


Want the Mutuals Barred 


Following the action of the South- 
western Adjustment Company of Dallas, 
Tex., in announcing that hereafter it 
will not handle losses for mutuals or 
reciprocals, the combined California in- 
surance interest have united through a 
committee asking that similar action be 
taken on the coast. The committee rep- 
resents the Pacific Board, California 
Association of Insurance Agents, San 
Francisco Insurance Brokers’ Exchange. 
The committee recommends that the 
parent body take steps at once to bring 
parent bodies take steps at once to bring 
the end that no outside companies of 
this character be represented in adjust- 
ments,

WILL ADMIT “FREE LANCES” 


Mountain Supervisory Committee Takes 
Important Action—May Make

DENVER, COLO., Nov. 1.—Impor-

DONALDSON TO PUSH FIGHT 





Will Continue Investigation of Phila- 
delphia Adjusters Despite Crim- 
inal Charges 





PHILADELPHIA, PA., Nov. 1— 
Commissioner Donaldson, whose hear- 
ing on the charge of conspiracy will 
take place Nov. 7, announces his inten- 
tion of proceeding with the investiga- 
tion of fire adjusters in Pennsylvania. 
The criminal proceedings brought by 
some of the individual adjusters will not 
be allowed to interfere with the work 
of the commissioner. Mr. Donaldson 
has accepted all responsibility for his 
proceedings and has admitted receiving 
money from the companies and also 
authorizing the investigation work of 
private detectives. He says that this 
action was justified as the investigation, 
which was essential under the recently

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without this financial assistance. It was 
evident, he says, that fire foss and also 
the loss of life was rapidly increasing 
through the malpractice of individual 
adjusters and as it was the duty of the 
commissioner to license these men, it 
was also his duty to investigate the 
workings of this class of insurance men. 

The commissioner stated that the law 
which was passed in the 1921 legisla- 
ture required the commissioner to 
qualify and license all adjusters of 
claims against companies who receive 
compensation from policyholders, The 
trustworthiness and competency of the 
adjuster was to be passed upon by the 
commissioner. The true condition in 
the adjustment field was indicated at 
this time as the assistance of the. ad- 
justers in covering the work of pro- 
fessional arsonists was shown by several 
individuals, he asserts. The discre- 
tionary powers of the commissioner 
necessitated an examination, but the de- 
partment had neither funds nor staff to 
make it. The city fire marshal’s office 
was also overtaxed in its efforts and 
could not take up the work. As a result 
each of the stock fire companies was 
asked to contribute a small amount, the 
total being less than $10,000, and a de- 
tective agency employed to undertake a 
thorough investigation. At the start no 
criminal prosecutions were contem- 
plated, but he says the invesigation has 
brought to light many irregularities and 
extensive corruption on the part of 
these adjusters. Neither the company 
representatives or the department rep- 
resentatives took any personal interest 
in the investigation, the work being 
entirely in the hands of the detective 
agency. It is now the commissioner’s 
intention to continue the investigation 
to its end. 





Decision in Bankruptcy Question 


PITTSBURGH, PA., Nov. 1.—A decision 
involving an important principle was 
handed down last week in the case of 
J. Knox Stone, trustee in bankruptcy for 
Gioseppe Giofre, vs. Pittsburgh Under- 
writers and other insurance companies. 





Suit had been brought against six com- 
panies for recovery of $13,000 under fire 
policies for destruction of the _ store 
owned by Giofre. The companies had 
paid this party the amount, but at the 
time of payment proceedings for a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was pending, which 
was later granted. The plaintiff held 
that the petition acted as a notice for 
non-payment to the insured. The com- 
panies held that while a petition was 
pending at the time of payment, they 
had no notice of it and, as the adjudica- 
tion in bankruptcy had not taken place 
until after payment, they could not be 
called upon to pay the claim again. They 
also contended that it would be an im- 
possible requirement for insurance com- 
panies to search all courts for pending 
cases of bankruptcy before payment of 
all claims. Motion for a compulsory ‘Nnon- 
suit was granted by the court. 





How Dean Schedule Works 


Commenting upon the results under 
the application of the Dean schedule in 
Massachusetts, a prominent special 
agent of that state recently said: “The 
original Dean schedule, with a few 
minor changes, has worked out even 
more satisfactorily than we expected the 
first year. There has been no serious 
trouble on the part of the public or 
agents in the 40 towns where the sched- 
ule has already been applied, and not a 
single complaint has been filed with the 
State Board of Appeal on rates, and the 
new rates have been in force for over 
a year in some places.” 

The Dean rates now apply in 45 cities 
and towns in Massachusetts and 85 addi- 
tional cities and towns are in the process 
of rating. A branch office has been es- 
tablished at Springfield to facilitate the 
work. The schedule as applied has a 
few minor changes which were made, 
with the consent of the author, to fit the 
New England condition. It was believed 
that the western characteristics would 
not fit into the New England conditions. 
The changes were minor, however, and 
the experience in Massachusetts is in- 
dicative of the work of the new form.

British of New Zealand, with J. S. 
Woodall & Co. of Springfield as local 
agents.

New Schedule for Oil 

The Western Actuarial Bureau has 
gotten out a schedule on oil tanks and 
wells and their contents including acid, 
alkali, and water tanks. The basic rate 
on steel or concrete tanks containing 
heavy oils is 35 cents; on kerosene dis- 
tillate, alcohol and turpentine 60 cents, 
and on gasoline, benzine and similar 
volatile and inflammable products of coal 
tar, $1.20. For wooden tanks the basic 
rate is $1.65, $2.80 and $5.55, respect- 
ively.

Can’t Reduce Insurance Where Price Is 
Cut Without Returning Pre- 
mium Involved 





TOPEKA, KAN., Nov. 1.—Superin- 
tendent Travis has sent notices to some 
of the reciprocal exchanges writing au- 
tomobile lines that he wants to see the 
copies of the endorsements they may 
be placing on policies where the in- 
surance has been reduced. Many man- 
ufacturers of automobiles have reduced 
the prices during the last few months 
and the stock companies and recipro- 
cals have ordered corresponding reduc- 
tions in the valuations fixed in the pol- 
icies.s The stock companies prepared 
an endorsement providing for a rebate 
on the premium covering the amount 
of insurance cancelled. 

The reciprocals are having a hard 
time figuring out how to make this re- 
bate and the department has declined 
to permit them to issue the endorse- 
ments without providing for the rebate, 
Some of the reciprocals assert that they 
canot make a rebate until the end of 
the period as they have no level pre- 
mium and no basis for figuring the 
charge while others have asserted that 
they will provide the rebate but that it 
will take some time for their statistical 
experts to figure out the amount.

Minneapolis Concern Asks Subscribers 
for $1.25 on Each $1 of First 
Annual Premium 





The Automobile Insurance Associa- 
tion of America, a Minneapolis re- 
ciprocal, has levied an assesssment on 
all subscribers of $1.25 for each $1 of 
the first anual premium. The reason for 
the assessment is given as a year of 
unusual losses and expenses and the 
notice asks for prompt payment, “as 
it will enable the association to pay its 
liabilities and continue the value of the 
insurance and will save the expense 
and inconvenience of defending a suit 
for the collection of the assessment.” 
A further notice says that expiration or 
cancellation of the policy will not re- 
lieve the subscriber from payment of 
the full amount of the assessment.

MASON CITY, IA., Nov. 2.—All of 
the outstanding liability of the Auto- 
mobile Insurance Company of Mason 
City has been reinsured in the Iowa 
Manufacturers of Waterloo. The Au- 
tomotive will not be liquidated, but will 
remain inactive until general conditions 
have improved. The Automotive com- 
menced writing business in Dec. 1919 
with a capital of $100,000 and surplus 
of $50,000. It specialized in the writ- 
ing of all forms of automobile cover-

E. H. Warner, who was secretary and 
general manager of the company, has 
purchased the local agency of Schanke 
& Co. at Mason City, and will in the 
future confine himself to local agency 
work. Before going with the Automo- 
tive, Mr. Warner was special agent in 
Iowa for the Columbian National and 
jater for the London Assurance. 

The Iowa Manufacturers of Waterloo 
which takes over the business of the 
Automotive recently reinsured the out- 
standing liability of the Farmers Auto- 
mobile of Sioux City. Since conditions 
in the automobile field have been so 
unfavorable, the Automotive has had 
a rather high loss ratio, which has been 
the case with practically all of the 
smaller specializing automobile com- 
panies. E. H. Warner, who has been 
in active charge of the company, is a 
capable underwriter and a well-versed 
insurance man. He is well known in 
Iowa insurance circles. 





Southern Bureau Report 


ATLANTA, GA., Nov. 2.—At the recent 
annual meeting of the Automobile Un- 
derwriters Detective Bureau, R. C. Pat- 
terson, manager, submitted his report 
covering the period from Jan. 1 to Sept. 
30. During the period there were 1,429 
thefts, or an aver of 159 a month. The 
thefts of insured cars were as follows: 
Alabama, 92; Arkansas, 28; Florida, 156; 
Georgia, 460; Louisiana, 105; Mississippi, 
10; North Carolina, 123; South Carolina, 
55; Virginia, 43. Thefts were heavier in 
Atlanta, Ga., than in any other large city 
in the territory. The Bureau made 111 
recoveries, the total value of the cars 
returned being $110,050. Altogether 109 
thieves were apprehended, 43 convicted 
and 56 are awaiting trial. 





New “At Cost” Concern Launched 


A new automobile association has been 
formed in Des Moines, Ia., for the pur- 
pose of giving service and insurance at 
cost to subscribers. This association is 
the Central States Automobile Associa- 
tion. Two mutual companies are asso- 
ciated with it in its plans. A booklet, 
with notices of the association, lists of 
towns with garages, hotels, doctors and 
lawyers giving service to members at 2 
10 percent reduction, and road notices 
is given each member. The booklet says 
that the association “proposes to estab- 
lish a bureau of publicity of good roads. 
It will create a bureau of detection for 
stolen cars. It will make the successful 
theft of automobiles practically impos- 
sible.” 

The insurance feature of the associa- 
tion is divided into two classes, the fire, 
theft, robbery or pilferage being covered 
in the Automobile Dealers Mutual of 
Iowa and the liability, which covers lia- 
bility and property damage, in the Cen- 
tral States Mutual Indemnity of Des 
Moines, a mutual which has been char- 
tered but not licensed to operate. The 
liability side of the coverage is given 
for $10. 





Report on Conditions in West 


The activities of the Automobile Pro- 
tective & Information Bureau were out- 
lined before the Western Automobile 
Underwriters Conference in the annual 





report of E. L. Richards, secretary and 


manager, The development of this or- 
ganization in reducing theft and increas- 
ing recoveries was explained and Mr. 
Rickards showed the recognition of the 
Bureau in that it is recognized by the 
police departments as a clearing house 
for information on thefts. He also urged 
the companies to communicate promptly 
with the Bureau on losses in order to 
expedite recoveries, explaining that in 
the last year 46 cars were recovered for 
members, on which no loss had been re- 
ported. Attention was called to the work 
resulting in the enactment of registra- 
tion laws in Indiana and Michigan and 
the adoption of certain features in Ohio 
and Missouri. 

Mr. Richards said that the Bureau has 
arranged with Attorney General Dough- 
erty for stricter enforcement of the na- 
tional law. He said that experience has 
shown local and state authorities to be 
ineffectual in improving theft conditions, 
laws being inadequate and enforcement 
insufficient. As a remedy he suggested 
the enactment of a federal registration 
law. 

Reporting on the condition,in certain 
sections, Mr. Richards said that Illinois, 
with the exception $8f Chicago and 
Peoria, was fair. Iowa, with the excep- 
tion of Des Moines and Sioux City, is 
satisfactory. Kentucky, with the excep- 
tion of Louisville, is satisfactory. In- 
diana has several unsatisfactory cities, 
and Kansas City, Wichita, Detroit, Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis show outstanding 
poor records. Wisconsin is shown as 
practically the only state with a state- 
wide good record.

Its in- 
come last year was $735,000, which will 
likely be doubled in 1921.

Jackson, liability and compensation 
claims; E. B. Thistle, burglary and plate 
glass; John G. Haas, legal; P. H. Gene, 
safety engineering; H. C. Callanan, pay- 
roll; J. A. Nadel, statistical; E. B. Somers, 
New York metropolitan, and Edmund 
Harvey, Jr., supply. Ninety-five percent 
of the agents of the Norwich Union In- 
demnity likewise represent the Norwich 
Union Fire, so that the former company 
gets full advantage of the prestige of 
the latter corporation. The indemnity 
company, however, is rapidly making a 
reputation for itself, its policy of fair 
dealing and of service to its patrons 
proving a fine base upon which to build.

May Adopt Deductible Clause 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—A special meet- 
ing of the Eastern Automobile Under- 
writer Conference will be held on Fri- 
day to further consider the question of 
adopting the reduced rate deductible 
clause for use in eastern conference ter- 
ritory. This question was discussed at 
the annual meeting and laid on the table. 
Failure to adopt the clause, or even to 
prerimt companies to use it in case they 
desired, caused considerable disappoint- 
ment and some ill feeling in conference 
eircles. It is now the opinion that 
another opportunity should be created to 
have this proposal passed. The interests 
of the companies are somewhat in con- 
flict on this issue, and some rather lively 
discussion of the question is expected at 
this week’s meeting.

Radical Changes from General 
Practice of Writing Accident 
and Health Made 


SEVEN FORMS OF POLICY 


Interesting Features of Non-Cancellable 
Form—To Be Written by Regular 
Agency Force 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Several radi- 
cal changes from the present general 
practice of writing personal accident 
and health insurance have been an- 
nounced by the Metropolitan Life, 
which after months of careful prepara- 
tion is now thoroughly equipped to 
transact this form of casualty business, 
in addition to ordinary and industrial 
life insurance, which it has been writing 
in great volume and with marked suc- 
cess for over half a century. When it 
was first rumored that the company in- 
tended broadening its already extensive 
policyholders’ service to include the is- 
suing of health and accident indemnity, 
the fraternity predicted that something 
out of the ordinary might be looked for, 
and such has indeed proven to be the 
case. The new policy forms of the 
Metropolitan Life are seven in number, 
called respectively the “standard acci- 
dent,” “standard accident and health,” 
“death and dismemberment accident,” 
“renewable term accident,” “renewable 
term accident and health,” “renewable 
term accident with exclusion period,” 
and the “renewable term accident and 
health with exclusion period.” 

Maximum Limits of Risk 


The maximum limits of risk under 
the different classifications are here 
given:

The age limits for the standard acci- 
dent policy are 18 to 62 years for ac- 
ceptance, and 65 years for renewal; and 
under the standard accident and health 
form, 55 years for acceptance and 60 
years for renewal. For the renewable 
term form (or as it is commonly called, 
non-cancellable”) the limit for ac- 
ceptance is 55 years and for renewal 60 
years. Medical examinations are re- 
quired whenever renewable forms of 
contract are called for. 


Provisions of Renewable Form 


The fraternity will be especially inter- 
ested in the provision in the renewable 
form of policy which stipulates that 
holders thereof will be entitled to par- 
ticipate in whatever divisable surplus is

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MORE LIABILITY CLAIMS NOW 





Eastern Offices Say Housing Situation 
and Rent Disputes Cause 
Much of Increase 





New York casualty offices report a 
marked increase in claims on general 
liability policies covering owners, land- 
lords and tenants and hold the housing 
situation and rent disputes responsible 
for the greater part of the increase. 
Claim departments say that the primary 
cause of many cases is the general war- 
fare existing between landlord and 
tenant. Refusal to make repairs with- 
out increased rent, lack of repair and 
decreased attention to such matters as 
lights are held to make up the majority 
of the claims and increase the loss 
ratio. The expense of handling such 
cases of dispute is increasing and this 
is an additional feature of increased 
losses. 


More Small Claims Filed 


While the Chicago offices have noticed 
an increase in claims also, they do not 
believe the housing situation is respon- 
sible. There are naturally more spite 
claims than in any previous year, but 
it is seldom that any of these cases 
materialize as losses. The actual losses 
appear to show an increase, though not 
sufficient to make the class present a 
loss, and the increase seems to be from 
natural causes entirely. It is true that 
the larger number of removals has 
caused an increased number of claims 
arising from consequent causes, but 
most of the claims are from natural 
accidents and are shown, without dis- 
pute to be unintentional and unaided. 
It is undoubtedly due to a great extent 
to the increased tendency of all people 
to take advantage of every opportunity 
to collect damages. As accident and 
health claims have shown an increase 
in people filing who would not have 
considered such small matters in better 
days, the general liability insurance has 
met a great volume of very small claims, 
which would probably not have been 
worth consideration in the flush years. 


Most Buildings Covered 


Practically all of the apartment and 
flat buildings now carry this class of 
coverage. Its expense is so trifling and 
there are so many agents interested in 
selling it, that few remain unprotected. 
The class exhibits an unusual moral 
hazard and especially in times of finan- 
cial stringency, for the innumerable ac- 
cidents can always be shown to be a 
result of some building defect. The 
array of claims filed with the liability 
departments presents an interesting ex- 
hibit of causes and it is difficult to prove 
non-liability. Thus the increased moral 
hazard has had its effect on this year’s 
figures, although the class is expected 
to make a good showing in spite of 
this handicap. The companies are also 
making an atempt to curb as much as 
possible the causes for accidents, period- 
ical examination of all risks carried be- 
ing made by most of the offices.

ILLINOIS COU 
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RT RULES 
ON DOUBLE INDEMNITY 





Defines “Common Carrier” as In- 
volved In Provisions of 
Accident Policy 


EXCLUDES LIVERY AUTO 


Carriers Must Have Full Control of 
Passengers’ Conduct and Opera- 
tion of Vehicles 


An interesting definition of what 
constitutes a common carrier, under the 
provision of an accident policy provid- 
ing for the payment of double indemnity 
if the injuries causing death are in- 
curred while traveling in a public con- 
veyance or in a public carriage provided 
by a common carrier for passenger serv- 
ice, has been given by the Illinois su- 
preme court in a case brought by Mrs. 
Mabel Rathbun against the Ocean Acci- 
dent & Guarantee. Her husband, Dr. 
James Herbert Rathbun, was acci- 
dentally killed Nov. 12, 1918, in a col- 
lision of the automobile in which he 
was riding and an interurban car about 
three miles west of Danville, Ill. The 
car was one which had been furnished 
by Rayle Bros., who operated a garage 
at Danville. Evidence showed that Dr. 
Rathbun had made arrangements with 
this firm for several years for furnish- 
ing cars for him to make country trips, 
sometimes with and sometimes without 
a driver. 

The amount of his accident policy was 
$6,000. The company admitted liability 
for single indemnity, including interest, 
in the sum of $6,175. The trial court 
gave judgment for double indemnity, in- 
cluding interest, in the sum of $12,350. 
This judgment was affirmed by the ap- 
pellate court, but is reversed by the 


supreme court. In its opinion the court 
says: 


Question Liability 


The main question in this case is 
whether or not plaintiff in error’s lia- 
bility is a single liability of $6,000 and 
interest or a double liability of $12,000 
and interest. This question is to be 
determined solely upon the single propo- 
sition whether or not Rayle Bros. were 
common carriers in the service they 
were rendering Dr. Rathbun at the time 
that he was accidentally killed. This 
question does not necessarily depend on 
the fact whether or not Rayle Bros. were 
commen carriers in the city of Danville 
in carrying persons from hotels to 
trains, or from trains to hotels, or from 
place to place within the city limits. 
While it is not stated in so many words, 
the clear inference in the record is that 
the service rendered by Rayle Bros, to 
Dr. Rathbun was by special contract, 
and that the service differed in no mate- 
rial way from the character of service 
ordinarily rendered by liverymen in let- 
ting teams and carriages to their pa- 
trons for trips into the country or from 
town to town. 


Private and Common Carriers 


Private carriers as ordinarily defined 
are those who, without being engaged in 
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such business as a public employment, 
undertake to deliver goods or passengers 
in a particular case for hire or reward. 
A common carrier differs from a private 
carrier in two important respects: (1) 
In respect of duty, it being obliged by 
law to undertake the charge of trans- 
portation, which none but a common 
carrier, without a special agreement, is; 
and (2) in respect of risk, the former 
being regarded by the law as an insurer, 
the latter being liable like ordinary 
bailee. Hence a common carrier of pas- 
sengers has been defined as ‘one who 
undertakes for hire to carry all persons 
indifferently who may apply for passage, 
so long as there is room and there is no 
legal excuse for refusal.” The holding 
by all of the authorities is that he hold 
himself out as such by advertising or 
by actually engaging in the business 
and pursuing the occupation as an em- 
ployment. 


Must Control Passengers’ Conduct 


Jitney bus proprietors and owners of 
stage coaches, hacks and omnibuses have 
generally been held to be common car- 
riers. This is so because in their busi- 
nesses they serve all the public alike 
who apply to them for carriage so long 
as they have room and they are held 
common carriers regardless of the fact, 
whether they onerate in cities or from 
town to town or from city to city, so 
long as they maintain their status as 
public carriers, carrying all who apply 
and refusing none unless they have no 
room or for some other legal reason may 
refuse. It does not make any particular 
difference as to their being common car- 
riers that their passengers may desig- 
nate the way and the place to which 
passengers may be carried, but after the 
carriages are entered by the passengers 
such carriers must necessarily have con- 
trol and regulation of the passengers’ 
conduct and of the operation of the car- 
riages before they can be held to the 
extraordinary liability of common car- 
riers to such passengers. Livery stable 
keepers lack one of the essential quali- 
fications—a readiness to carry any and 
all persons who apply and offer to pay 
the charges of carriage and comply with 
the regulations. 


Status Same as Liveryman 


As to the services performed by Rayle 
Bros. for Dr, Rathbun, as already sug- 
gested, we are unable to see that such 
services amounted to more than the or- 
dinary services performed by livery 
stable keepers. The fact that Rayle 
Bros. were licensed in Danville to run 
taxicabs, if such be the case, can have 
nothing to do in determining the ques- 
tion whether or not they were common 
carriers in rendering the services in 
question. The license conferred no priv- 
ileges beyond the city limits of Danville. 
There is no evidence that Rayle Bros. 
were running a jitney or taxicab line 
from Danville to Missionfield or from 
Danville to any other town. When Dr. 
Rathbun hired the car it was for a spe- 
cial service to him and he had control of 
both the car and the driver. It cer- 
tainly could not be successfully con- 
tended that Rayle Bros. owed him the 
extraordinary duty of a common car- 
rier, or that they were liable to him, as 
such, for any injury that he might sus- 
tain on such trip. The automobile was 
not a passenger car in the sense in 
which we are now using that term, It 
was, in fact, a car contracted for by Dr. 
Rathbun by a private contract for his 
use in his profession and under his con- 
trol. 

The Supreme Court of Arkansas, in 
Forbes v. Reinman, 112 Ark., 417, held 
under fasts similar to those in the case 
at bar that the owner of an automobile 
hired, with its driver, from the defend- 
ant was not a common carrier, and that 
the defendant was not liable to the plain- 
tiff, an occupant of the automobile, as 
a common carrier, but was only liable 
as a liveryman or private carrier for or- 
dinary negligence. 


Other Court Rulings Cited 


In Oppenheimer v. Maryland Casualty 
Co., 70 Pa., 382, suit was brought upon 
an insurance policy containing a double 
indemnity provision in the same lan- 
guage as the policy in the case before 
us. The holding of the court was that 
there could be no recdvery of double in- 
demnity. The facts showed that one 
Lee owned and operated a garage in the 
city of Wilkesbarre. He owned several 
automobiles of various types, which he 
customarily hired to the public for such 
times and rates as were agreed on, Four 
men hired an automobile from him to 
take them to the city of Scranton and 
return. By the agreement the owner of 


SURPLUS NOW REDUCED 
IOWA MUTUAL OFFICIAL DATA 


Company Semingly Has Met With 
Serious Loss in Its Underwrit- 
ing During the Year 


The Iowa and Minnesota depart- 
ments examined the lowa Mutual Lia- 
bility of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, as of April 
1. For some reason or other the re- 
port has been held back, and was only 
officially filed last week. An unofficial 
report of the examination of that date 
gave the company a net surplus of 
$31,764. The official figures reduce the 
item to $6,132. The assets are $540,695, 
the loss reserve $230,707; the unpaid 
loses $30,449; the premium reserve 
$248,236 and the total liabilities $534,- 
563. The underwriting income earned 
the first three months was $118,351. 
The losses incurred amounted to $140,- 
367 during the same period. The ex- 
penses incurred were $91,459. This gave 
a loss on underwriting of $113,476. The 
investment’ gain during the first three 
months was $3,624. 

Under the Iowa laws a mutual com- 
pany cannot issue non-assessable pol- 


‘icies if its surplus is reduced below 
$100,000. The Iowa Mutual Liability 


at the end of 1918, had $131,748 sur- 
plus. At the end of 1919, it had $168,- 
721 surplus. On Dec. 31, 1920, it re- 
ported $115,985 surplus. During the 
three months therefore, its surplus 
diminished $109,000. It is known how- 
ever that the examiners threw out as- 
sets in the statement that were not 
allowed. The departments have been 
checking up the liability schedule. The 
question arises as to the .condition of 
non-assessable policies issued prior to 
the report of the department, if it is 
proved that the company did not have 
$100,000 actual surplus at the time they 
were written. 

Last year the premiums of the Iowa 
Mutual Liability amounted to $525,453, 
the losses were $347,859. The under- 
writing expenses amounted to $243,295 
which gave it a loss on underwriting of 
$70,591. Its chief business is compen- 
sation, automobile and public liability. 








the garage undertook to transport the 
party to Scranton and return them there 
in the evening for a bulk price. On the 
return trip, while crossing a railroad, 
the automobile was struck by an engine 
of a railroad company and the plaintiff 
was injured. The court, in reaching its 
conclusion that defendant was not a 
common carrier, said: “The owner of 
the car was a private individual. His 
cars were his to do with as he pleased. 
His cars operated along no route, had no 
point of starting or destination except 
the will of the patrons who hired them. 
He had no schedule of tariffs or rates 
for their use, He could charge more on 
a wet day than on a dry one, and as 
much more as his bailee was willing to 
pay. He could exact more compensation 
for driving into a country where the 
roads were bad than elsewhere. In a 
word, the rate he was to receive was the 
subject matter of contract between him 
and his prospective patron.” 


Allegation Not Proven 


The same question was involved in the 
case of Georgia Life Ins. Co. v. Easter, 
189 Ala., 472, and the same holding was 
made. The chief difference in the facts 
is, that the vehicle hired was a wagon 
accompanied by a driver, who carried 
the party to a picnic, and on the way to 
the picnic one of the party employing 
the wagon and driver was accidentally 
killed. 

It was incumbent upon the defendant 
in error in this case to prove that Rayle 
Bros. were common carriers in the serv- 
ice they performed for Dr. Rathbun, The 
evidence fails to prove that material al- 
legation and the circuit court and ap- 
pellate court erred in holding that the 
plaintiff in error was liable for double 
indemnity. Defendant in error’s proof 
establishes that she is entitled to re- 
cover the single indemnity of $6,000 and 
interest. 








PREDICTS RATE RAISE 
ACCIDENTS ON THE INCREASE 


Chicago Manager Says Companies Will 
Be Forced to Revise Liability 
Tariffs in Cities 


Companies writing automobile busi- 
ness have considered all along that lia- 
bility insurance was the safe end of the 
bargain. While they may have lost 
heavily on property damage and col- 
lision, yet liability was regarded as the 
desirable portion of the risk. One of 
the prominent company managers in 
Chicago, however, makes the assertion 
that liability rates are due for a shake 
up because the companies have been 
losing money especially in the large 
cities. He states that the congestion 
has become so pronounced and auto- 
mobile accidents are so numerous that 
the companies cannot expect to main- 
tain the present price levei and come 
out even. 

City Losses Are Heavy 


While in the country districts the ex- 
perience has been more favorable, yet 
as the number of machines increase in 
the cities his prediction is that the loss 
ratio will increase accordingly in these 
centers. He called attention to the fact 
that some of the large companies that 
write all lines paid out last year more 
than they took in. They suffered a ma- 
terial loss on underwriting and are out 
in addition the total amount they paid 
in expenses. Casualty men have been 
well aware that the companies writing 
fire and theft business have lost heavily. 
The moral hazard is largely responsible 
for this. Some companies have so re- 
stricted their fire and theft coverage 
that they are getting no new business. 
In Chicago, for example, the assured 
must stand one-fourth of his loss. Tires, 
accessories and parts are not covered 
unless the entire machine is stolen. 


Property Damage Rates Too Low 


The general feeling is that property 
damage rates are entirely too low. With 
the great increase in collision rates and 
the discouragement of the full collision 
coverage people suffering collision 
losses are keen to fasten the liability on 
the other fellow and hence companies 
have far more property damage claims 
to look after. Many automobilists pick 
out property damage insurance on the 
theory that if their own car is injured 
they can get it out of the other fellow. 
Almost all the standard companies are 
refusing to grant full coverage collision 
insurance. There are some companies 
that will write it at the higher rates, but 
many refuse to take it at the going rates, 
thinking that even they are too low. 
The companies that have reviewed their 
collision experience since they refused 
to write full coverage find that their 
losses have materially decreased and 
there is chance to make a profit on a 
much smaller premium income. 


Reciprocals Can Not Stand Pressure 


Stock company agents say that if this 
condition prevails with their companies 
the reciprocals and mutuals that are 
charging far less rates will not be able 
to weather the storm. Since the stock 
companies began to curtail their busi- 
ness through the adoption of restrictive 
measures many assured have gone to 
the reciprocals and mutuals who offer a 
broader coverage at a far less rate. Al- 
ready a number have been forced to 
quit business or to levy an assessment 
because the losses are so heavy. There 
are plenty of indications today that these 
concerns are facing financial disorder 
and are using every effort to save them- 
selves. 

Casualty men are more or less em- 
barrassed because the fire companies 
pay a higher commission on property 
damage and collision than they do. The 
casualty people are inclined to criticize 
the fire folks for paying more commis- 





“NON-CAN” NOT VIEWED 
AS DOMINANT POLIcy 





Can Never Replace the Regular 
Commercial Contract, W. B. 
Hill Asserts 


MERELY SUPPLEMENTAL 


United States Fidelity & Guaranty Og. 
cial Explains Company’s Atti- 
tude on New Form 


With the anouncement of the new 
noncancellable accident and health 
policy to be issued by the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty, W. B. Hill, man. 
ager of its accident and health depart. 
ment, made a clear statement of the 
company’s position in regard to the 
new form and in it strongly criticized 
the attitude of many who have rushed 
headlong into the noncancellable field, 
believing it to be the dominant policy 
and one which will eventualy replace 
the commercial policy. Mr. Hill said 
that the new policy is merely supple- 
mental, presented in response to the 
agent’s demand, not that of the public, 
and that its objections are many and 
will seriously handicap its extension, 
He believes the casualty agents will 
leave development of the line to life 
agents. 


Merely Supplemental 


Commenting on the company’s in- 
tentions, Mr. Hill said: 


In announcing this policy to its agents 
and the insuring public the company will 
emphasize the fact that it is intended to 
supplement but not supplant the commer. 
cial disability policy. The latter, with 
its numerous benefits designed to meet 
the many additional expenses supple- 
mental to disability, is like the ready 
pocket book which enables its possessor 
to pay as he goes and meet the inci- 
dental expenses of a temporary disabil- 
ity, whereas, the non-cancellable policy 
may be likened unto a bank account, 
providing as it does a reserve fund per- 
manent, inexhaustible and guaranteed 
against the contingency of a prolonged 
or permanent disability. While the 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty rec- 
ognizes a growing demand, not on the 
part of the insuring public but the in- 
surance agent for the so-called non-can- 
cellable policy, it is not converted to the 
belief, announced by some, that such a 
policy is destined to be the dominant, if 
not the exclusive form of disability in- 
surance of the future. 


Objections to Policy 


From the standpoint of the insured the 
primary objection is that he is required 
to pay a heavy loading merely for the 
guarantee that, conditional upon the 
regular payment of premium, the com- 
pany will carry him to age 60, at which 
time he will be dropped just as he would 
be under a commercial policy. AS 4 
matter of fact a comparatively small 
number of insureds under the commercial 
policy forms are cancelled off a com- 
pany’s books on account of physical con- 
dition, not over 2% or 3 per cent. The 
vast majority of cancellations are for 
non-payment of premium and the nom 
cancellable policies now sold impose the 
penalty of forfeiture or re-examination

Drafted by Commissioner Houston to 
Meet Objections—Enforcement 
of Law in Doubt 





While the enforcement situation on 
the Chicago taxicab insurance require- 
ment is unchanged, no definite date be- 
ing in view, the secretary of state, at- 
torney-general and Illinois department 
have announced the adoption of a new 
standard form, drawn up by Thomas J. 
Houston, newly appointed commissioner. 
There was general dissatisfaction among 
insurers and insured with the jormer 
requirement, which was not sufficiently 
specific in its coverage, and the new 
form was composed with the intention 
of ironing out all of the difficulties in 
the way of enforcement. 


New Form Meets Objections 


The principal objection to the old 
form was the extent of liability on the 
part of the insurers, the policy calling 
for $10,000 liability and being inter- 
preted to mean that amount on each 
person hurt in any accident. The new 
form has been written to cover each 
car for $10,000, regardless of the num- 
ber hurt or killed in any one accident. 
It also combines the property damage 
under the same clause, the limit being 
the single amount from all damage in 
any one accident. It indemnifies the 
insured against “all loss and/or ex- 


‘pense sustained either by reason of in- 


jury, death or damage that may result 
to any person or his personal repre- 
sentatives, or by reason of injury or 
damage to or destruction of any prop- 
erty (other than to the person and/or 
property, or driver of the assured) or 
both, caused by or resulting from the 
negligent operation of or defective con- 
struction of said motor vehicle, or which 
may arise or result from any viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of the 
laws of the State of Illinois respectinz 
the use and operation of motor vehicles 
to an amount not exceeding Ten Thous- 
and Dollars ($10,000) for such motor 
vehicle so operated for any one acci- 
dent irrespective of the number or per- 
sons injured, killed or damaged.” 


Provision as to Litigation 


The other change in policy form is 
in the matter of action in case of liti- 
gation. Provision is made for action 
to be brought against both insured and 
insurer, or, in case the former cannot 
be served, the company alone. The 
clause reads as follows: 


“This company shall pay to any per- 
son suffering such injury or damage, or 
to the personal representatives of such 
persons, any final judgment rendered 
against the owner of such motor vehicle, 
irrespective of the financial responsibil- 
ity or legal status of the owner of said 
motor vehicle, and any action or suit at 
law instituted against the assured by 
any person, his personal representatives, 
firm or corporation, suffering any loss 
or damage, this company may be joined 
and made a party defendant; and if 
legal process be personally served upon 
said assured in the manner provided by 
law in the country where a cause of 
action hereunder accrued or where the 


| injuries or damages were sustained, at 


the time of commencing such suit, then 
such suit may be brought under and 
upon this policy against the............ 
company, without joining the assured as 
defendant, in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, by and in favor of any such 
person, his personal representatives, firm 
or corporation suffering any such loss or 
damage.” 


Enforcement Still in Doubt 


It is believed that Commissioner Hous- 
ton’s new policy form will meet the ap- 
proval of all interested parties, although 
it is reported that there is still a dead- 
lock on the question of application of 
the law. It is now believed by some that 
the entire proposition may be withheld 
and referred to the next session of the 
legislature for improvement. No one has 


any indication of definite plans for ep. 
forcement, although several officials haye 
said that the law would be enforced at 
once. Closing dates have been mentioned 
several times, but no action taken ip 
any case. It is understood that the litj. 
gation in the case between the Checker 
Cab Company and the city of Chicago 
is causing some of the delay and the 
uncertainty of the Yellow, the largest 
line in the city, is also believed to be 
one of the deciding factors. The cap 
lines and individual cabs are coming 
under cover gradually, so that when en. 
forcement time is announced it is be. 
lieved all who can or intend to cover 
will be properly placed. It is reporteg 
both from Springfield and from the city 
that no reciprocals will be accepted, 
only stock company policies and mutual 
forms being acceptable. The only mutual 
active in the field is the Automobile Lia. 
bility Mutual of Milwaukee, which hag 
covered several of the cab lines.

if the premium is in arrears beyond a 
specified time. From the title the aver. 
age insured, and it must be borne in 
mind that the average insured does not 
read his policy, erroneously interprets 
“non-cancellable” to mean a policy that 
is perpetual, and is eventually disillus- 
ioned when he finds he has purchased a 
contract that terminates at precisely the 
same age limit prescribed for the can- 
cellable commercial policy, with the dif. 
ference, however, that he has paid a 
much higher premium and has obtained 
more restricted coverage. 

Aside from the class of applicants who, 
giving the matter little thought, are 
ensnared by the slogan ‘non-cancell- 
able” that form of policy will be sought 
by three other classes: (1) The man 
willing to pay a long price against the 
long odds that he will sustain a perma- 
nent total disability before age 60 that 
will wholly incapacitate him for the re- 
mainder of his natural life from per- 
forming any work whatsoever; (2) the 
man who, working under high tension, 
is today able to pass the necessary ex- 
amination, but several years hence may 
be a physical wreck; and (3) the man 
who intends to become a pensioner but 
who can “patch himself up” by proper 
diet and regimen, under a physician's 
direction, to pass the scrutiny of the 
medical examiner. The second and 
third classes are the ones that cause the 
companies concern and necessitate the 
loading. 

Agents’ Obstacles 


From the standpoint of the average 
general insurance agent there are many 
objections, chief of which is the applica- 
tion of methods of procedure governing 
the writing of life insurance with which 
the casualty insurance agent is usually 
unfamiliar. Having become accustomed 
to solicit and retain his clientele by the 
slogan of prompt service, issuing his 
commercial policy over the counter 30 
minutes after receipt of satisfactory ap- 
plication, he becomes irritated by the 
delay necessitated by the submission of 
all applications, accompanied by medical 
examiner’s reports to the home office. 
But a more serious objection than this 
from his point of view is the fact that 
commissions on non-cancellable policies 
are diminishing, finally disappearing, and 
while this may be agreeable to the life 
insurance agent, the casualty agent, ac- 
customed to full commission on renewals 
as long as they last, resents reduction 
and discontinuance at the end of ten 
years. Has he not an equity in business 
he produced, he argues, as long as it 
lasts; otherwise, why toil in building up 
such a business if eventually it profiteth 
him nothing. So it is the belief of the 
U. S. F. & G. that the majority of the 
casualty agents will leave the non-can- 
cellable field to the development of the 
life insurance agents, and devote their 
time to the continuance of the sale of 
the commercial policies which promises 
a higher net return without annoying 
delay and “red tape” procedure.

EMPLOYERS MUTUAL IS SUED 





Reorganization of Baltimore Company

BALTIMORE, MD., Nov. 1—The 
Employers Mutual of this city is named 
in a petition for receivership filed by 
the Peters Publishing & Printing Com- 
pany last week. The bill states that ap- 
plication was going to be made on Aug. 
15, but was withheld at the request of 
the counsel for the insurance company 
and arbitration agreed upon. The Peters 
Company was awarded $2,590 against 
its claim of $3,909, but payment was 
withheld as a result of the proceedings 
instituted by Commissioner Keating. 
Reorganization plans are scheduled to 
be undertaken this week immediately 
upon final action of the commissioner’s 
bill and it is not known what action will 
be taken upon the receivership. Disso- 
lution of the present mutual and re- 
organization under a new name and ad- 
ministration is expected, although there 


are two petitions for bankruptcy now 
on file.

declared by the company after the third 
policy year. Women may be insured 
under the death and dismemberment 
policy, providing the beneficiary named 
therein has a positive insurable inter- 
est, in which category fiancees, friends 
of either sex or non-relatives generally 
are expressly excluded. Premiums, 
which may be paid annually or semi- 
annually, range from $19 to $56.50 for 
a straight accident cover of $5,000, with 
weekly indemnities of from $25 to $100, 
to $89 for a $30,000 policy, paying a 
weekly indemnity of $100. For the re- 
newable term accident and health 
policy, principal sum $5,000 with a 
weekly indemnity of $25, the premium 
at age 20 is $58 ($32.25 if paid semi- 
annually for the select class), increasing 
slightly each for the preferred, extra 
preferred, and ordinary classes, and also 
advancing in each class in accord with 
the age of the applicant. Thus at age 
55 the annual charge is $133.75 in the 
select class, and $155.65 in the ordinary 
class. 

The accident business of the Metro- 
politan Life will be written through the 
regular agency force of the company, 
outside of Canada (the laws of which 
do not permit non-resident life offices 
to do accident or health insurance as 
well), and it is confidently anticipated 
the aggregate return will speedily as- 
sume large proportions. Representa- 
tives of the company for a long time 
past have expressed their ability to se- 
cure applications for casualty indemnity 
as well as for life insurance, and have 
been most anxious that their organiza- 
tion take up the added line. Stewart 
LaMont, assistant secretary of the 
Metropolitan and in immediate charge 
of its casualty branch, has -had long 
and valuable experience in the personal 
accident and health business, and is 
looked upon as one of the best posted 
men in the line. His underwriting as- 
sistant is Lawrence K. Farrell, recently 
with the Royal Indemnity. Thomas F. 
Hickey, supervisor of claims, was 
formerly with the Travelers, while 
Walter F. Marriner, chief clerk in the 
division, is a long time employe of the 
Metropolitan.

BROADENS COVERAGE GREATLY 


United States Fidelity & Guaranty An- 
nounces New Policy With Some 
Unusual Features 


The United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty has announced a new accident and 
health policy, called the “Master Pilot 
Policy,” which has incorporated several 
features heretofore issued as endorse- 
ments and now quoted at a single pre- 
mium rate. It gives full coverage 
against disability, covering any acci- 
dent or any sickness in all countries 
of the world, claimed to be the only 
policy without territorial restrictions. 
It is broadened in its indemnities, 
granting double indemnity for all the 
usual contingencies and in addition for 
injuries sustained while riding in or 
on a private conveyance, including the 
automobile. Complete health insur- 
ance is given, including graduate nurse 
fees and indemnity for treatment for 
non-disabling sickness. Accumulating 
weekly indemnity coverage is given, the 
indemnity increasing 10 percent with 


each anual renewal until it has increased 


50 percent. The insuring clause reads, 
“from accidental bodily injuries,” which 
is taken to be entirely different from 
“injuries sustained from _ accidental 
means” as is usually incorporated in 
policies. 

Rates on the new policy are furnished 
on either the level basis or on the un- 
level graduated indemnities. The level 
rates for ages 18 to 50, select and pre- 
ferred are: $24 for $1,500 principal 
sum and $5 weekly indemnity; $48 for 
$3,000 and $10; $72 for $4,500 and $15; 


$96 for $6,000 and $20; and $120 for 


$7,500 and $25. For ages 51 to 60, 
select and preferred, the rates are: $27 
for $1,500 and $5; $54 for $3,000 and 
$10; $81 for $4,500 and $15; $108 for 
$6,000 and $20; and $135 for $7,500 and 
$25. 

The United States Fidelity & Guaranty 
announces its intention to issue a non- 
cancellable health and accident policy, 
which will be ready by the latter part 
of November. Rates and policy forms 
have not been announced as yet, though 
it is said the premium will be lower than 
those of other companies, due to the re- 
duction of “frills.” The contract will 
cover select, preferred, extra-preferred 
and ordinary risks to age 60, applicants 
to be under age 55. The policies will be 
sold on the elimination basis, 14, 30 and 
90-day periods and possibly a 360-day 
elimination policy will be issued later at 
avery small permium, The new policy 
will be similar to others in the general 
scope and method of handling. 


Southern Company in Accident Field 

The Southern Life & Trust of Greens- 
boro, N. C., is now issuing weekly 
premium accident, health and life poli- 
cies, also commercial accident and 
health. 

Among the new forms being written 
are also two non-cancellable forms, one 
for accident and one for acident and 





health. The accident non-cancellable hag 
no elimination period, although the acg. 
dent and health form is issued with elim. 
ination periods of 14, 30, 60, 19, 180, or 
360 days. 





Writing Non-Cancellable 


Another life company has entered the 
field of the non-cancellable accident anq 
health insurance, the Ohio National Life 
having announced the issuance of the 
new form, effective Nov. 1. This is one 
of the first of the younger companies 
to adopt the non-cancellable disability 
form. With the exception of slightly 
lower rates, the policy will be little dif. 
ferent from the others now in force, 
The policy is written on the one-week 
elimination plan for house confinement 
or total disability from accident, Jp. 
demnity is paid for 52 weeks on house 
confinement and for the entire period 
of total disability. The maximum issued 
is $70 a week indemnity, and not more 
than $14 will be issued with $1,000 of 
life insurance. The company will trans. 
fer insurance on the books to this form 
or will write the policy on old policy. 
holders upon evidence of insurability 
satisfactory to the company. Only 
classes A and B will be written, no de. 
cision having been reached yet for rates 
on the more hazardous occupations, For 
a unit of $7 a week on these two classes, 
the rate at age 20 is $8; at age 35, $9.50; 
and at age 39, $10. It is announced that 
all business written on or after Nov, 1 
will be written on the new form. 


Milwaukee Case Under Advisement 


MILWAUKEE, WIS., Nov. 1.—The $50,- 
000 damage suit instituted by the Time 
Insurance Company against the Supreme 
Casualty, both Milwaukee companies, has 
been taken under advisement by Judge 
Gregory in circuit court. The case, 
which has created considerable interest 
in insurance circles, involved alleged un- 
fair competition, in effect, the Time 
claiming that the Supreme, in establish- 
ing its business and agency forces early 
this year, conspired to disrput the 
agency forces of the Time and switch 
business. The answer of the Supreme 
in the action has been delayed on the 
plea of attorneys that the Time’s com- 
plaint is not specific enough. Pending 
the answer the court granted a tempo- 
rary injunction against the alleged un- 
fair practices. The matter was argued 
by both parties before Judge Gregory 
Friday and the court, at the close of the 
arguments, announced it would take the 
questions under advisement, requiring 
both sides to file briefs. Attorneys for 
the Time stated that they would gladly 
furnish any other information required. 
Twenty-eight points were noted by coun- 
sel for the Supreme, in which the com- 
plaint in the suit is alleged deficient, 
particularly as to the time, place and 
persons included in the charges.

New Burglar Alarm Plan 


Since the increase in the number of 
bank robberies in Wisconsin, various 
plans have been under consideration by 
bank officials and insurance companies 
to provide more adequate protection. A 
plan advanced by bank officials at Wau- 
sau, Wis., provides for connecting the 
banks and the police and fire depart- 
ments in a cooperative alarm system. 
Permission has been granted by the city 
council to place burglar alarm wires in 
underground conduits owned by the city. 
The alarms will be arranged so that, if 
set off at the banks, the alarm will sound 
only at the police and fire stations and 
will not be heard by the burglars. In 
many of the state banks various other 
precautions are being provided and banks 
are now advertising their safety against 
robberies and emphasizing the insurance

Michigan Men Hint at Attempt to Re- 
duce Costs—1921 Was 
Big Year 





DETROIT, MICH., Nov. 1.—There 
is some agitation heard from Michigan 
business interests in favor of cancelling 
the requirement for bonds on state 
roads. The question of cost seems to 
have caused the talk and with the open- 
ing of large contracts next year these 
interests may attempt to reduce costs 
by having this expense removed. The 
record of contractors in carrying out 
their contracts in the past was also men- 
tioned. 

The record of the year passed shows 
that more than $10,000,000 was used in 
building state highways and that 4,048,- 
535 square yards of concrete laid. The 
cost of construction has reduced more 
in this than in other building lines and 
with the road and automobile taxes this 
year will enable the state to carry on an 
extensive building program during 1922.

So Frederick N. Whitney, vice- 
president of the National Surety, told the 
members of the St. Paul Rotary Club at 
a luncheon Thursday. 

“The man who lives within his income 
is the best risk in the world because he 
has no incentive to steal,” said Mr. 
Whitney. 

“Out of 7,000,000 surety bonds issued, 
only 70,000 or one percent have been 
found to go wrong, and but 1,000 were 
deliberate and planned embezzlements.

ERRONEOUS STATEMENT MADE 





Fort Dearborn Casualty Underwriters 
Did Not Retire from Compensa- 
tion Field Under Fire 





A misstatement was made in the is- 
sue of THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER last 
week regarding the supposed examina- 
tion of the Fort Dearborn Casualty 
Underwriters of Chicago by the Illinois 
Industrial Board. It seems that the 
Fort Dearborn Casualty Underwriters 
notified the Illinois insurance depart- 
ment some weeks ago that it was retir- 
ing entirely from the compensation in- 
surance field. This notification was 
acknowledged by the department. The 
Illinois Industrial Board checked up the 
outstanding compensation claims of the 
Fort Dearborn Casualty Underwriters, 
finding that they amounted to $1,872. 
The examiner was simply shown the 
notification to the Illinois department 
and the acknowledgment, as a matter 
of general information. The Illinois In- 
dustrial Board had not started any ex- 
amination of the Fort Dearborn Cas- 
ualty Underwriters, but as stated, was 
merely checking up its claims. It was 
stated in the article that the tangible 
assets of the Fort Dearborn Casualty 
Underwriters amounted to $18,000. This 
was not a correct statement. An offi- 
cial of the Industrial Board mentioned 
this figure as being the amount of the 
assets, but after the story was pub- 
lished modified his statement by saying 
that this was the amount set aside by 
the Fort Dearborn Casualty Underwrit- 
ers for the satisfaction of all its out- 
standing compensation claims. Accord- 
ing to the officials of the Fort Dear- 
born Casualty Underwriters no such 
sum has been set aside but proper re- 
serve has been put up to meet all out- 
standing compensation obligations. 

Following the story regarding the 
Fort Dearborn Casualty Underwriters, 
THe NATIONAL UNDERWRITER explained 
the policy of the Illinois Industrial 
Board in making an examination of self 
insurers stating that the board intended 
to investigate all such, and especially 
the coal operating companies in order 
to ascertain if they could qualify under 
the law. The statement was made that 
the Industrial Board was endeavoring 
to run down so-called insurance tt.at 
really. did not insure. The juxtaposition 
of these two articles might indicate to 
the reader that the latter portion of the 
article referred in a way to the Fort 
Dearborn Casualty Underwriters. This 
was not so intended by this paper. 

THe NATIONAL UNDERWRITER pub- 
lished the news that it secured from 
the Illinois Industrial Board. Seem- 
ingly, so far as the Fort Dearborn Cas- 
ualty Underwriters is concerned there 
must have been some misunderstanding 
on part of the Industrial Board as to 
the facts. This paper regrets the error 
into which it was led. 


D. W. Armstrong, Jr., whose wholly 
unexpected death occurred in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., several days ago, was long one 
of the most prominent figures in burg- 
lary insurance circles, and did much to 
popularize this particular form of cas- 
ualty business in the early days. He 
was successively identified with the 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty, 
Aetna Indemnity, National Surety and 
Empire State Surety. It was as sec- 
retary of the National Surety, however, 
that Mr. Armstrong will best be re- 
called, his most important work in the 
business being in connection with that 
corporation. A strong organization 
man, Mr. Armstrong was active in the 
councils of the Burglary Insurance 
Underwriters Association so long as 
he was eligible to membership in that 
organization, and many of the rules it 
is now observing were suggested by 
him. In his later years Mr. Armstrong 
conducted a general brokerage business 
in New York city, but at the time of 
his death was planning either the pur- 
chase or formation of a surety writing 
company. 
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PERSONAL GLIMPSES 
OF CASUALTY MEN 








Figuratively and literally A. Duncan 
Reid, president of the Globe Indemnity 
who was elected president of the le 
ternational Association of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters at its recent meet. 
ing, is a stalwart figure in casualty 
underwriting circles, being big physi. 
cally, mentally and in accomplishment, 
Before he was out of his teens he held 
an important post with the Canadian 
department of the London Guarantee & 
Accident, and so creditable was his 
work that when the Ocean Accident & 
Guarantee entered the Dominion in 
1895 Mr. Reid was appointed its agency 
manager for the territory, though at 
the time he had barely attained his 
majority. Five years later he joined the 
staff of the company in the United 
States as executive superintendent, es- 
tablishing its casualty business on this 
side the line. He continued with the

Ocean Accident until 1911, when he 
accepted a proposition to organize the 
Globe Indemnity, of which he became 
vice-president and general manager and 
for the past three years has been chief 
executive. When authorized by_ the 
management of the Liverpool & Lon- 
don & Globe to form the casualty cor- 
poration, Mr. Reid proceeded to the 
work vigorously, and though starting 
with an office, the only furnishing of 
which was a heavy lead pencil contrib- 
uted by an actuarial admirer, within a 
short time he had his plans well under 
way, the company fully organized, a 
competent executive and field staff en- 
gaged and desirable general agencies 
appointed. Business began coming in, 
increasing in volume month by month 
until the annual premiums are now well 
over the $12,000,000 mark. Within ten 
years a well organized machine has 
been created and a fine profit made for 
its owners. What the potential value of 
the Globe Indemnity is today no one 
would care to say, but if the corpora- 
tion were for sale—which it emphatic- 
ally is not—it would command a hand- 
some figure. 

Mr. Reid has ever been strong for 
associated effort, and his company 1s 4 
member of most of the casualty organ!- 
zations of the country. He was secre- 
tary of the committee of seven that 
formed the National Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Bureau; had previously been 
president of the Liability Insurance 


Conference, and had served as tty 
dent of the Casualty & Surety Club 0 
New York. 


Mr. Reid has always been active in 


building up his business along cof 
rect, conservative and substantial 
lines. 
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Every time a business man 
is favorably influenced by 
the usual arguments for 
mutualism in a business 
other than his own, he 
thereby and to the extent of 
his influence promotes the 
false philosophy of collect- 
ivism and unthinkingly 
weakens the foundation on 
which rests his own security 
and prosperity.
